Jt wiM be observed that while the plat- 


form favors tariff reform openly and above 
boird it evades the free coinage question, 
though it favors the money of the Consti- 
tution and says all currency issued by tbe 
Government ihoutd be redeemable in gold 
or silver at tbe option ol the holder. This 
is bat little better than the Republican 
platforms of M*sa*ohoseits and P«nney|. 
vania, which come out squarely against 
free coinage.

this morning two sharp, qniok earthquake 
shocks passed through PcUluma from east 
to west.

Clocks were stopped and some plastering 
shaken down. Neatly everybody went into 
the streets as fust as posaible. 
Another 


slight shook was felt to-night at 7:13. 


HARTINIZ, April 21.—This morning at 


9:44 o'clock a heavy shock of earthquake 
was felt tier*. People ^ere so frightened 
they rushed into the street. Tbe vibra- 
tions lasted 35 seconds. 
Clocks stopped, 


and a lamp hanging in tbe County As- 
sessor's office was thrown down and broken 
and the Conrt Honse cracked in one or two 
place*. The building used by the Fr<.e 
Library was cracked so badly that it is 
considered unsafe and the books will be 
remote 1 as soon as another building can be 
tlied for their reception, the library being 
oloted in tbe meantime. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 21.—There was a 


recurrence of the earthquake wave in the 
central portion of tbe State this forenoon, 
which was perceptible in this city and was 
noticeable an far eaat as Reno. Telegraphic 
reports show that it was felt as far north as 
Red Bluff and the San Joaquin Valley in 
tbe south. Tbe shock was not as severe as 
that of Monday night and the only damage 
of any consequence r«port«d wat to build- 
ings in the towns of Wint*H, Woodland, 
Dizon and Vaoaville, which bad been 
weakened by tbe trembler of Monday eight. 
A survey of tbe damage at six towns in 
Vacaville and Sacramento Valleys show 
that the buildings were of a frail character 
of construction, which would not have been 
permitted in any city with building regula- 
tions, a number of which would have col- 
lapsed in the event of a serere storm ol 
any character. In this city and in Sacra- 
mento the shock was not noticeable in the 
strong business blocks nor io the missiou 
hurohes, many of which are over a hun- 
dred years old. 


People in rebuilding are now reoogniz- 


ng the cecMiity to do so with strong walls 
and girders. To-day's quake was attended 
with bat one or two injuries to peraoas, 
hose from falling debris. 


There WAS another light shook of earth- 


quake felt here at 7:15 this evening. Bnild- 
ngs trembled slightly bat no damage wss 
done.

no from San Rafael, Vooaville, Lodi, Be- 
neoia and other places io tbe State and aleo 
rom as far east aa C.rson, Nevada.

remors seetned to be very light and no 
lumage is reported.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—The President 


o-day received a request from Buffalo, 
Wyoming, requesting him to receive a dele 
gation to lay before him the facts concern 
ng the recent trouble between cattlemen in 
that State. 
The telegram states that con- 


rary to all laws an armed body of capital- 
sts entered the country with the avowed 
ntention of taking possession of and coo- 
rolling tbe same in their own interests, 
and it is believed their aim was to terrorize 
and depopulate the country, and, If need 
be, murder all who resisted. The tele- 
gram adds that the citizen! of the country 
were greatly maligned and their actions 
misrepresented.

A Thrilling; Account of the Kartbiiuake 


•t Vacavllle. 


Senator T. B. Rickey of Ormsby, was at 


Vacaville, the canter of the Itte earth 
quake, when the shocks occurred, aud he 
gitve the follcrwiog details of h;i el^rirnce 
to an £taminrr reporter: 


"I was sleeping io the second slcry of a 


two siory 
wooden 
building," »aid 
he 


"The bed ranged north and ponth, the 
south end being snog np against the wall. 
The eaitbquake was no violent that the 
bed was thrown two Jttt doua the wall to 
the north, as though the honse had been 
tipped up and the bed bad sli 1 away that 
distance. 


"A wash-jtond at the foot was moved 


two or three feet to the east ont of i»« rosi- 
tion.bnt oddly enough no water was spilled 
from the pitcher. 
A lamp was tlrowo off 


and nndtr the bed and the chimney was 
broken all to pieces, 


"Looking about after I arose I found the 


plastering a!l cracked, creased np and 
fallen on the 
floor. 
Everything wa« 


jammed op, cramped and wrecked. No- 
body slept after the shock. 
It was not 


known at what momemt another might 
come. For a good while there was intense, 
but generally qniet excitement. 


"When daylight came we found that the 


town was completely wrecked. In the dim 
light we had •'sen many buildings thrown 
oat of position and ntaay fallen walls, but 
we had not till daylight folly realized the 
tltent." 


"The brick buildings were all on one 


aide of the street, that is the south side. 
They were ranged all along from east to 
west. Not one of them had been lefl in- 
tact. 
All were thrown down. 
It stoned 


as though a violent earthquake wave had 
'come from the south and pitched tbe brick 
buildings north. Tbe street was covered 
with debris. 
Not a wall was left standing. 


"A peculiar thing of the north Bide of 


the street and elsewhere where 
these 


wooden buildings were was that not a 
chimney was left standing. It gave a very 
strange ••ffoct—not a chimney intftct any- 
where. The town in wrecked. The frame 
building* are all twisted and concentrated 
on each other by violent wrenchinga, and 
the lathing and plastering are rained. 
It 


is remarkable that there were no deaths." 


"A butcher there bad a singular escape. 


He wa» in bed in one of those biiok build- 
ir,gj, 
Tbe displaced bricks came down 


upon him, burying him in bed three or 
four bricks deep all over and possibly 
more, yet they came in such a way that he 
was not hurt at all, except on one arm.

Carton City, Nn-ada: 8iis:--Yoo have ad- 
dressed a oominnnioatioo to me anting ior 
my opinion upon Section 23, of whnt is 
commonly known as and called the "Aus- 
tralian Bui lot Ian." You desire to know 
f a person who cannot rend or writ* comes 
within said (Section and is be allowed an 
assistant. 


Section 23 (Statutes 1891. p. 45), reads 


as follows: "Sec. 23. A voter who declares 
ucderoath that by reason of physical disabjU 
ty, he is unable to mark his ballot, shall 
at his request be permitted to receive the 
assistance, in snoh marking of ao elector, 
other than an election officer; but no per- 
son shall be permitted to go inside the 


uard rail as an assistant to more than one 
voter." 


The Legislature of thia State has enacted 


that if "by reason of physical disability" a 
voter is unable to mark his ballot, be shall 
je permitted to receive assistance. If the 
Legislature had intended any disability, it 
certainly would not have specified "physi- 
cal." 


Webster defines "physical" as "relating 


to natural or material things, or to bodily 
structure, as opposed to things mental, 
moral, spiritual or imaginary." 


"Pbysioil" 
education 
is defined a* 


'training of the bodily organs an powers 
with a view to the promotion of health." 


"Physical" examination in "aa ezamina- 


ion of the bodily condition of a person." 


"Pbytical" sigDl "the objective signs of 


the bodily state afforded by a phyeioal ex- 
amination." 


The term "physical" has a well known 


and defined meaning, and physical disa- 
bility means a bodi}y disability as contra- 
distinguished from a mental state ot disa- 
bility or incapacity. 


Being unable to read or write ia ratber a 


mental or intellectual disability, 
unices 


stjoh icgbility is the result of the loss of 
sight. 


It is my opinion therefor, that a person 


who cannot read or write does not come 
within the provisions of said Section 23.

ITer Diet of Jiutg, Grains ami t-'rnlta. 
It la Really Very Attractive—Some- 
tiling About Those Who Knt Meat. 
Why is it there are only about 200 


vegetarians in New York city, less than 
tho number in either Boston or Chicago? 
In the latter city visits to the sanguinary 
meat packing establishments have driven 
people to a nonmeat diet, and there is a 
hirgo and increasing class that forages 
upon the fruits, nuts and leaves of the 
earth. 


These facts were communicated to me 


the other day by Mrs. Le Favro, the 
leader of 
New 
York's 
vegetarian 


iOO. 
She has not eaten meat for 


four years. A diet of nuts, fruits and 
seeds she claims is more wholesome and 
much cheaper than one composed of 
flesh, 
tier thirty day experiment of 


living "on her favorite foods at the lowest 
possible cost was recently told of. She 
brought her table board down to $1.30 a 
week. She chiiuis that with this she 
committed many gastronotnicalextrava- 
gances and that the price can be still 
further pared down, 


Mrs. Le Favre goes a little further 


than modt vegetarians in discarding 
roots aixd leaves altogether. The hum- 
ble potato, the succulent lettuce and the 
homely cabbage are not to be found 
upon her bill of faro, nor will she par- 
tako of radishes, turnips, carrots or the 
many items usually so well relished 
that come under the head of roots or 
leaves. 


She thinks that they are a very poor 


class of nourishment and intended only 
for horses and pigs, though under a 
vegetarian dispensation -what the pigs 
<vre intended for it would be difficult to 
say. Some of the proprietors of vege- 
tarian sanitariums who find potatoes 
somswhat cheap and excessively filling 
fur their patients take issue with her on 
these points. 


1 don't think that Mrs. Le Favre is a 


vory hearty eater, as eaters go, but she 
is very well nourished and does a vast 
amount of work for the fuel she con- 
sumes. 1 doubt if .any uieat eater of my 
acquaintance can do more labor of bruin 
or mnscle than she. 


For her breakfast she eats cereal 


food, granula, wheatena, rice or corn. 
Of one of these things she takes a table- 
spoonful and a half, costing perhaps one 
coat, and cooks it. Then she has a cup 
of coffee, costing about one cent more 
and a slice or two of whole grained 
bread at lesd than a penny a slice, and 
concludes the repast with an orange or 
banana. The quantities given are not 
large, but they can be increased to suit 
the appetite, and the heartiest eater, she 
thinks, couldn't very well make away 
with more than ten cents' worth. 


Tho luncheon consists of a plate of 


lentil soup, a most nourishing dish, in- 
volving an outlay of about half a cent. 
This is followed by a vegetable of some 
sort well cooked, a few olives or nuts, 
two slices of bread, some fruit, canned 
cherries or something like that or pud- 
ding. The check for this meal would 
be seven or eight cents. 


Supper is made up of whole grained 


or oatmeal bread, preserves, bananas or 
oranges anil a little chocolate. 


Once this antiineat advocate saw a 


porter in the east carrying a large piano 
down the strefet on his shoulders. She 
became interested at once and wanted 
to tiud out what food would produce 
such enormous strength. 
She inquired 


and found that ho lived chiefly on green 
cucumbers and garlic, and never de- 
voured tlesh at any time. Two-thirds of 
the people in the world—three-fourths 
some people assert—never eat meat and 
wouldn't know how to. 


In Boston there are vegetarians of tbe 


second generation—tbat is, their parents 
had eaten no flitch for some yours before 
they were born and they themselves 
havo not broken their fiist upon roacils 
and boileds. To tlit-so people the styht 
of a butcher's shop or a wagon load of 
deceased pigs is exceedingly repulsive, 


Thej'd is no vegetarian restaurant in 


tho United States, and the nonmeat eaters 
want to start one in Now York. Lon- 
don has at least forty places where one 
can dine upon the vegetable fat of the 
land with.Dj.jt testing tlesh. The number 
and variety of dishes that aro served in 
these places \\onlil startle the unsophis- 
ticated and shock a butcher. 


Vegetarians everywhere realize that 


the best way to preach their doctrine is 
to induce people to eat ono of their 
tneala. Bachelors and spinsters bent on 
dietary reform and ignorant of cooking, 
or perhaps not having a kitchen at tfaeir 
disposal, fiaw.1 it hard to board at a res- 
taurant and not live on meat. They cau 
live un tipples, perhaps—Mrs. Le Favre 
did once for two weeks and grew stout 
and healthy—but many of them might 
not care to. 


"All 
tho fighting of the world is done 


by meat eaters," paid Mrs. Le Favre. 
"Flesh engenders a fierce restlessness 
which finds vent in war. Vegetarians, 
while they will work unceasingly, are 
not fighters, but they win their point by 
gentleness and persuasion. 


"There is a constant craving for stim- 


ulant in a moat eater. Children fed on | 
flesh swallow slato pencils and ashes, j 
It is because their system calls out for 
the carbonates and lime of vegetables. 
Vegetarian children never eat their slate 
pencils. 
"A squaro mile of land will sustain 
six times as many vegetarians as meat 
eaters. 
Think of the waste there 1«i 
here! Meat is the most extravagant 
food we cau use. The overcrowding of 
tha earth will compel the universal 
adoption of vegetarianism. 


"The roots and leaves I consider food 


for the lower animals. Tho pig gruba 
in the ground for his potatoes, but 1 
don't. 1 pluck the rich, ripe grain, tho 
nuts and tin« apple, 1 consider the ap- 
ple the finest fowl there is. An electri- 
cian can arrange apples in a row mid 
obtain a current of electricity from 
thoui. I think wo should eat only tin- 
very best form of nourishment, and 1 
consider that tho nuts and fruits aninvci 
this requirement."—New York Herald.
